Schopenhauer Was Not a Bit Afraid to 
Praise Himself Out Loud. 

Schopenhauer, the great German pbl- 
| osopher, afforded one of the most re 
markable examples of self complacency 
that has ever been known. His natve

Most eggs are hatched out 
Py, the warmth of the body of the hen 
bird, who sits for severa days upon 
the eggs, the periods of incubation dif- 
fering among the’ various birds. On 
the soft bill of a newly-hatched chick 

ng examined there will be found 
at the tip of the upper half of the 
mandible a tiny hard nodule, which 
is known as the eggtooth; this acts 
as a file to the imprisoned chick when 
it is chipping its way out of the egg, 
and, since it has no further use in 
life, it completely disappears long 
before the bird reaches the adult 
stage. In hot countries birds are very 
often the makers of artificial incuba- 
tors; in the case of the Moleo birds 
of the Island of Celebes the nesting- 
site is chosen in a beach of loose 
black sand a hole of three or four 
feet is excavated, and in this the eggs 
are — at intervals of about a 
fortnight. 

These birds do not brood, and the 
hatching of the eggs is, therefore, due 
to the warmth of the sand and the 
powerful sun rays. The brush-turkey 
of Australia is one of the mound 
builders. These birds construct huge 
mounds of leaves and grass, and the 
warmth produced by the fermentation 
of this vegetable matter helps to 
hatch out the eggs. Among ostriches 
the cock bird digs a hole in which 
the hens lay, all in the same nest—15 
to 30 eggs being found—and the duty 
of incubation falls chiefly to the 
cock. No egg is hatched under more 
curious conditions than that of the 
emperor penguin of the Antarctic re- 
gions. It lays its large single egg on 
the sea ice, with a surrounding tem- 
perature of 50deg. below zero; but na- 
ture has not allowed this bird to 
perish, and the parent bird keeps the 
egg off the ice by placing it on the 
upper side of its feet and covering it 
from above by -a feathered fold of

The tailor-bird, a native of the East | 
Indian region, actually sews together | 


its own nest. By means of its beak 
it pierces a row of holes along the

PEACE AT LAST. 


Signed. 


The French capital has been the | 


scene of several peace pacts, some of 
which have had a mighty influence on 
the destiny of the British Empire, This 
Temark applies with foree to the 
agreement which brought the Seven 
Years’ War to a close in 1763. In the 
course of this war, in which the Eng- 
lish and the French were the chiet 
combatants we acquired Canada, and 
by Clive’s victory at Plassey estab- 
lished our position in India. Twenty 
4 later we signed a further treaty 
n Paris whereby we acknowledged 


the independence of the United 
States, At the same time we made 
eace with France, Holland, and 


pain, with each of whom, in turn, 
we had become involved in war 
through our futile attempt to conquer 
the American Colonies. Paris was 
also the scene of the treaty which, in 
1856, marked the conclusion of the 
Crimean War. 

At a period when The Hague has 
b.come the synonym of peace it is 


, interesting to remember that at Rys- 
Sydney Harbor, the wonderful Blue> i 


wick, a village two miles from the 
Dutch capital, was drawn up the 
treaty which ended the eight years’ 
war between William IIT. of England 
and Louis XIV. of France. In the 
course of this war we achieved one of 
our great. st naval victories—off Cape 
La Hogue, in 1692. Holland was 
destined to be the scene, a few years 
later, of another treaty much more 
important in its bearing upon British 
history. Utrecht, now known as a 
university town, was the place at 
which Eng'and reaped the fruits of 


Marlborough’s great victories over 
the generals of Louis XIV. Here, in 


1713, there passed into British posses- 
sion Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, 
Hudson Bay Territory and Gibraltar. 

Aix-la-Chape'le, the German city 
chosen as his capital by Charlemagne, 
is intimately associated with the close 
of more than one great conflict. 
Beautifully situated near the frontiers 
of Holland and Belgium, its waters 
attract thousands of visitors every 
year from many parts of Europe. A 
notable treaty signed here in 1748 was 
that which concluded the war of the 
Austrian Succession. In this war 
England successfully took the part of 
Maria Theresa, who, on succeeding to 
the dominions of her father, the Em 
peror of Austria, was attacked by 
Franee, Prussia, and Bavaria. 

More famous in the h’story of Aix- 
la-Chapelle is the congress of 1818 
This congress met to arrange the 
withdrawal from France of the Allies’ 
army of occupation, which had enter- 


ed that country on the downfall of 
Napoleon. The congress was a bri! 
liant assembly of sovereigns and 


statesmen, The Emperor Alexander T 
of Russia, the Emperor Francis 1. of 
Austria, and King Frederick William 
of Prussia attended in person, The 
Duke of Wellington and Lord Caatle- 
reagh represented Great Britain. 


Britain’s Heaviest Man.
